THE LAST SESSION OF THE SE- 
COND HOUSE. 

"Witli the proceedings of yeaterdny tUo 
Second Legislative Assembly of tbo Pro- 
•vince met with a premnture ilentli, disso- 
lution baviug been promised by tlio Goy- 
einment, wliich lias uevoi- fuilod to fiillil 
its I ledges to friond tir foe. Hud tho 
SouKO lived to maturity it would biivo 
expired by efiiiixiou of timo in 1879; but 
BO OQiapletely demoralized had tbo minor- 
ity 'become, and 80 perslMtont and clamor- 
ous were thoy for olHco that it was deemed 
best to refer them to tho country, there to 
be dealt with in accordance with their 
deterfcs. Tho work of the se8>ion was 
arduous; albeit the results attained have 
been email, for boyoud tlio paasaRo of 
the Qnartz and Dyking Bills wo observe 
very littln to cuugratulute the members 
npou. The Coubtitution Bill, which was 
intended to cure many of tho political 
ills that afflict the country, suffered an 
iguomiiiioua ond iu conaoqnouce of tho 
obstiuctions placed iu its path by the 
minority. Tho policy of the Opposition 
has been to obstruct. In furtiieraoce of 
that policy the.v have ppoken against timo 
on every convenient ( ccasion ; have de- 
layed tlio tiHOBiiclion of public bu-lnesa 
of an iujporiaiit chsraoter, ;iud bronglil 
odium on Parliament uud country. All 
British Columbians must deploro those 
proceediugs, and tbo Government, wo 
think, have devised the only conslitntion 
&1 method at their command of putting 
an end to them for ever. Whatever may 
be the i8^ue of tuo furtbcomiusr elections, 
we feci contith-nt that the Government 
may always "lay the flaiteiiog uiictio.a to 
their souls'' that tho country Las prosper 
ed beyond all precedeuC uiidi-r their ad 
mini.-tration. Their polioy boa been ono 
' of progression; and the good resulti are 
plaiuly seen on every sido. 

THe'e ASTERN aUESTION. 



Prince GortschaUoff's rejily to tbo Mar- 
quis Oi' Sulisbnry'a circular is the sensa- 
tion of the hour in Eurnpeun diph-mxtic 
oirolcs.' It appeared in the London V'lmei 
yesteriiny morning and reached The Col- 
onist oUice iu the ufterhdoa. The reply 
is rognrded by tUe Time^ as conciliatory 
"We have read it carefully and can draw 
no such conclusion. To us it toeni« to 
breathe a very diffi-reut spirit, and, as far 
aa concerns Armenia, to be defiant, if not 
threatening iu tone. Aa plaiuly as diplo- 
macy can be brought to apeak the Prince 
lays claim to the conquered portions of 
Asia Minor, which Eussia is determined 
to letftin, to prevent, as the reply naively 
remarks, the necessity of having to ha 
siege the strongholds in tbo evnnt of fu 
tore wars. This is very decided language 
showing that Russia recognizes the neces 
Bity of future wars before it can , obtain 
undisputed possession of Turkey. Read 
in the light of the Czar's disinterested 
prolefsions before war broke out, another 
instance is furnished of tlie treachery and 
duplicity of Russian politics. The one 
Eurojieau statesoian who has never suf- 
fered himself to he bamboozled by RuBsiau 
diplpinacy is Beaconstield. He has stead 
i}y continued to mistrust their (iesigns 
'and has not failed opeuly to express that 
mistrni-t, Derby, Gladstone and Carn;ir 
von have allowed tbeuiselvea to bn led 
away by the hypocritical professions of 
the Czar; but Beaconsfield has never 
■wavered in the belief that tbo war was 
waged by Eu-sia for to.' ritorial agstrau 
dizemout. Tbo treaty of iSan Ktefnno and 
the reply to Salisbury's circular estab 
lish tho correctues- of this belief. Thut 
the Kussians anticipate that war wil 
eveotuiito from present complications is 
shown by the fact, that Russian troops are 
' ma^sintj in Roumania and that strategic 
poiatH in the Carpnthian Mountains are 
being fortified. When we hear of Rus- 
sian suMiers inarching DorthMiard from 
San r^tefauo, we feel certain tlioy are on 
the road lo figlit Austria instead of going 
home. Roumania t-till protests agninpi 
the despoilmeut of Bessarabia, and will 
fight before she will submit to diamem ■ 
bermcufc. Her noldiera did the hardest 
fighting before Plevna, and Prince Char- 
les pluciiily replies to Gortsohakoff's mo- 
naco to disarm the Roumanian army, that 
" Rauoianian soldiers may. be orushod, 
but never disarmed." ' '

tained. 

Lord Gran ville criticised the debate of 
tho gpvercment'B past polioy but declared 
he would not commit himself nor his 
friends on tho present question but Isave 
tho government to their own rosponsibil 
ity. Upon a general review of tbe situ 
atiou he drew conclusions favorable to 
peace. Derby denied that calling out of 
tho reserves was the solo or jirincipal 
cause of his differenco with hin lato col- 
leagues.

Tbe Prince contests Salis 
buiy's assertions point by point but the 
genorul tone of his reply eeemi concilia 
tory. He denios that the treaty of San 
Sti fano creates a strong Slav state und.r 
control of Rui-sia aud doelaro-i that 
rangemeuts roLtive to Bulgaria are .only 
developmonta of tho principle eitablishiid 
by the Constun inoplo cnnforonce. Hocon 
tlnues thut Lord Sali.^bory admiia that a 
return to the programme of" that conferonc 
pure and simple is rendered impossible 
by tho war. The San Stefano treaty being 
preliminary indicates that Russia baa left 
room for an ulterior understanding. Bul- 
garia will bo under Rn^si in control no 
more than'Roi mania which rd^o owes its 
eiistonco to Russia. Ru;<bia ia qiiito 
ready to abridge tho timo of occupation 
of Bulgaria as mnoh as possible. The 
limit of Bulgaria has only bean indicated 
in general terms in accordance with the 
nationality of the population; details will 
bo left to a miiod commission. The only 
object in aiisiguiug ports to Bulgaria ia to 
assist bor commeroial development, by 
which England and tho Mediterranean 
Powers, whose commerce hiisbeeu a pow- 
erful Itver for political influence, are like- 
ly to i^roflt far more than Ru.isia. Gorts- 
chakolT expresses surprise at objections 
to stipulations of the treaty relative to 
Thossaly and Epirui by tbo modest re- 
forms stipulated.

Tho Rusbian acquiwitions in Ar- 
menia have only a defensive value. Rus- 
sia wishe.s to hold them bo as not to hayu 
to beaiego them at tho boijiniiing of each 
war. Tlie.-e territorial cessions are tbo 
natural consequeuooa of the war. If Eng- 
land would avert them sho 
had only to join Russia

which would probably have compelled 
it to grant reforms wiihout war. Eusland 
having refused to do so who hiiS now uo 
ground to question tbe right for which she 
shed her bloott, namely tho right to os- 
tabiish a state of things whiah will hence- 
forth rpnder snoh saoriflces unneeeasory 
or at least less onorons. The statement 
of Russia's annesadon in Armenia will 
interfere with Europeau trade with Per- 
sia conflicts with tho statements prcvious- 
iy mado by British ministers.

BILL. 

An Act to Protect Workmen against the 
Attachment of tlieir Wages. 

Whereas, much inconveniecco has aris- 
en by tbo attachment of tvsges to satisfy 
jndgmenta recovered in tlio Courts of 
Record and inferior Courts of this Prov- 
ince; and it ia expeditnt to prevent tho 
aitachmont of wages to satisfy judgments 
so recovered ; 

Therefore. Her Mnjsety, by and with 
tho advice and con-^ent of tlio Legislutiro 
Assembly of tbe Province of British Co- 
lumbia, enacts as follow.'i: — 

1. Thut after the passing of this Act, 
no order for the attachment of tho wages 
of any servant, hibonreror workman itball 
bo made by the Judge of any Court of 
Record or inferior Court in tliis Province 

2. This Act may he cited as ths "Work- 
man's Protection Act, 1878."

It will I hope be a wortby supplemout 
to the Act inaugurated last session and 
amended and improved this nassion, which 
has for its object the rendering of substan- 
tial assistance towards the erection of a 
quartz mill of .such capacity as will de- 
monstrate the paying character of tho 
gold bearing lodes of Cariboo. , 

I regard the einplojmL-ut of tho Mining 
Engineer aii a wisj and lhou,:,'hlful stop 
and fully justified by tho results already 
obtained from that gentleman's valuable 
cer'riees. 

Tho number of private bills for the in- 
corporation of mining companies may be 
regarded as evidence of substantial pro- 
gress having been made iu our mining 

ail'airs. 

Tfco Dyking Act, indicnting as it docs 
an awakening iutsrest iu tho s.gricultural 
resources of ths Proviiica, -will, I trust, 
b«TO tho effect contemplated by its pro- 
moters and result in the complete recla-

Conn Marvin was much astonished at 
tbo request of tho Bank. He had been in 
the Council for three years and during 
that time tho bank had not refused to ad- 
vance money, and they bad not demanded 
that tho Corporation should square their 
account by the end of the year; but this 
year they want it dono, why ho could not 
tell. He oonsidered tho bank had no bet- 
ter customer than the Corporation. He 
hoped Couu. Redforn would withdraw 
bis resolution not to aflii tho seal, for ho 
felt certain the Council would pay off 
their indebtedness by the end of the 
yaar. 

Coun. Williams said no petition com- 
prising a majority of tho ratepayora had 
been presented uKainstt the building of 
the hall. Coun. Rodfern, as a member 
of the finance committee, be said, bad 
been urging the manager of the bank to 
write this letter, and in a short time ho 
(Coun. Williams) would movo that tho 
Council remove him from the Finance 
Committee and place him where he may 
do more good. 

Conn. Bedfern said Oouu. Williams had 
uttered deliberate falsehoods by stating 
that ho had urged the manager of the 
bank to write this letter. Other remarks 
of a personal nature ho considered 
coming from such a man as Coun. 
Williams could only by treated with 
contempt. 

Oonn. Todd sold ho thought a great 
mistake was being 'mttdo in building tho 
hall when tho Council had not tho 
money to pay for it. Ho thought the 
ratopayors should bo consulted and ho 
would most strongly object to the Council 
voting money beyond their means, 

Tha Mayor said that a majority of the 
Council seemed to bo of opinion that they 
could attach tho corporate seal to con- 
tract's in Fpito of him. This might or 
iTiiaht not bo tbo case, but bnforo ho pnt 
the question ho wished it entered on tho 
minutes that ho had declined to sign the 
contract out of deferenoo to a petition 
hignod by 309 voters requesting him not 
to do so. Another reason for his refusing 
to sign tho contract was that he did not 
tend to place himself in n position of 
responsibility for any snm expanded over 
aud above the revenue for tha year. Ho 
was bound to respect se influential a pe- 
tition as that which bad been presented to 
him. (Applause.) 

Coun. Williams aud D.nlby contended 
that the petition did not represent the 
opinion of n majority of the voters. 

Coun. S.bakespearo said tbo petition 
should havo been thrown in the waste 
p'apor basket as'it, had been signod under 
misapprehension.' He knew that a great 
majority of tho voters fayored the Oily 
Ilall schonioaudbo bolloyed if'.tbe pqbllo marktt 
had baen left out of tho quas'tlon lharo would havo 
bean no pcPPSitlou to it. 

HIS Wor.Wp laid he would put tho question oi\ 
eondlt'aa tnat his ranaons for declining to sign tlia 
contract ■were entered on the minutaa.

A fearful catastrophe has occurred at 
Parma. An artillery ollicer and six men 
woro trying to uproot an old horse chest- 
nut tree with dynamite in tho public 
promenade, when, owing to the oflicor'a 
carelessness, au explosion ensued, killing 
six jieisons and wounding sixty-three. 
Among the killed aro the olHcer, two sol- 
diers aud two children. Among the se- 
riously wounded are four noblemen and 
several gentlemen who were out for their 
afternoon walk and attracted to the spot 
from curiosity to see the experiment. 
Some of them are not expected to survive.
